The treaty 
is an unpleo-sant lurprisa to Germany, as the 
Tonga islauilw have bd«a considered a prom- 
ising field (or Oennan enterprise!. Not only 
is this annomicement an unpleasant surprise 
to Qermany, but it has deeply chagrined 
tha state department officiais. The Tonga 
i^ands are more popularly known as the 
Frieu'Uy inlands, and were discovered by 
Capt Cook. They are in the southern Pa> 
ciflc, and are of that group of which the 
Fiji and Santoan islands are beet known. 
The soil IS fertile and the oltm&ce very favor- 
able for Europeans. Yams, sweet (M'>tatoes, 
the bread fruit, tobacco, corn and the sugar 
cane grow in abundance, and the natives 
ara fairly intelligent and well disposed. 

Realising its commercial advantat^ea, the 
iitat« department laft year entered into ne- 
gutiations aud concluded a treaty with King 
(^)rg«, of Tonga, by which diplomatic aud 
cHtuBular ixlstioni were to^he eittabliibed lie- 
tweeii ToiigH and the United Htatos. The 
•taCe depart lueat.fovul tha king to be intel- 
ligtat and axious to be brought into more 
iutim»te relatiMM with Uiis country. Coii- 
grtya.
